. Many in Hongkong will regret the de 
mise of the Hongkong [Rifle Association, 
It was the only Association whose, member- 
ship was open to all and sundry, There arc. 
still three rifle clubs in, existence in Hong’ 
kong, but to become a member of these one 
must be either an army man, 2 volunteer, or 
on the reserve, so that the plain individual, 
who hag not the time or the inclination to 
don ‘the uniform and complete a certain 
number of drills annually, is debarred from 
the pastime ‘of rifle: “shooting. This is the 
more astonishing in view ‘of the impetus | 
given to the formation of rifle clubs in Great 
| Britain, It is recognised that a citizen may 
be an exemplary volunteer and ‘at the same 
time an exeerably bad shot; but it 
is not the volunteer, as 4 volunteer, 
that. is required: so much as a steady} 
and reliable hand on the trigger. 
According to the chairman of the Hong- 


been flagging and the purpose of the Asso- 
ciation to bring riflemen together, organise 
meetings, and provide ranges, has been de- 
feated in every respect. The greatest range 
at the command of the Association was 600 
yards, and the firing point was the public 
thoroughfare. Leaving out of consideration 
the inconvenience which must have been 
caused by the latter fact, it must be evident 
to the Jeast skilful with the rifle that a 
maximum rangé of 600 yards is absurd.” 
In actual warfare it is seldom that pot shots 
are exchanged at 600 yards, and when it is 
considered that a bullet from a modern 
Lee-Metford or Mauser is effective at 1,500 
to 2,000 yards, the ‘practical uselessness 
of the” Hongkong range is apparent. 
In this connection it may ‘be remarked that 
Major-General Russell, formerly military 
attaché to the British Embassy at Berlin, 
advocated the construction of sea-targets.for 
volunteers, holding that it would be impos- 
sible to provide land ranges for all the clubs 
in existence or in course-of formation, ‘The 
Hongkong Association, however, had to be 
content with a range which was only suited 
for Morris-tube purposes, and it is little to 
be wondered at if the members grew 
apathetic considering the restrictions under 
Which they practised. At the same time a 
number of tried ‘shots " are likely to be left 
out in the cold and the Colony will lose the 
services of those who might be best qualified 
to'serve in times ofemergency. It is not at 
all satisfactory to read that there is “nota 
brilliant shot in the three rifle associations 
of the Colony.”
